Dallas: Prayers for JFK 

DALLAS (AP) — The formal city observance remained 
canceled, but officials here have bowed to public protests 
and scheduled a short prayer service and a moment of 
silence to mark the assassination of President Kennedy, 
gunned down in this city 13 years ago today. 

The services at the Kennedy Memorial were hastily 
organized late last week after city officials received over 
500 phone calls protesting cancellation of the formal ob- 
servance. Dallas Mayor Kobert Folson had cited “de- 
clining public interest” for his decision to scrap the 
memorial service. 

Meanwhile, Dallas police were busy gathering records 
on the assassination subpenaed by a House committee 
that was preparing to launch a full-scale investigation 
of the 1963 slaying. 

A police spokesman confirmed that the subpenae 
issued last week by the House Select Committee on As- 
sassinations called for Chief Don Byrd to bring the de- 
partment's assassination records to Washington next week 
and verify that they are complete.
